Recent reports from the borde r cities between 


this country and Canada especially from Chicago, 


indicate that a big business is being carried on 


between dry America and wet Canada. 


It is claimed that the liquor making joints of 


the Dominion are away behind with orders from 


the thirsty on dry territory. A controversy has 


arisen between certain newspapers in the Wind 


City and federal prohibition law enforcement men 


as to the extent of the American-Canadian traf­ 
fic in liquors. 


One writer, a staff correspondent of the Chi­ 


cago News states that he helped 
bring large 
stores o f strong drink to Chicago from Canada 
and that he experienced no more difficulty in 
plying his trade in Illinois than he did in Ontario, 
Canada. This writer claims that as much as 100,- 
000 gallons of booze are sent into Chicago daily 
from the British dominion. The* writer in question 
makes this statement: 
“Before prohibition these smugglers were

bringing in Chinese at from 
$300 to $1,000 
each, but they have ceased smuggling Chi- 
¡ 
nQi^* Everything else has given way before 
the great American demand for booze.” 
It is claimed by the same writer that in Chi 
cago there are thousands of places where liquor 
can be iiought in either retail or wholesale quan­ 
tities. The claim is made that in nearly all the 
flats and apartment houses some one or more of 
the inmates deal in liquor in some way. 
James R. Davis, federal prohibition agent for 
Michigan, is reported as denying the claims of the 


fhe decision of Federal Judge Knox of New 
York holding void that part of the Volstead law 
whkh hmita the number of liquor prescriptions 
to b: ;ssued by physicians and limits the quan­ 
tity of liquor to be prescribed, is not likely to be 
accepted as final.

ity of their colleagues in the matter of prescrib­ 
ing liquor. Congress has not inflicted a hardship 
upon physicians nor prevented the prescribing of 
liquor in cases where necessary but it has im­ 
posed regulations that prevent unscrupulous doc­ 
tors from becoming licensed bootleggers.
